Subsequently he took a post-grad­ 
uate course at Bellevue Hospital 
Medical college of New York. 
Dr. Hall moved with his family 
to Texas in 1852, settling at old 
Port Sullivan on the Brazos river. 
H e moved to Bryan in February, 
1869, 
residing here continuously 
until his death. 
Six children were 
born to him and his good 
wife, 
only three of whom survive and 
were present at his death: Mrs. W. 
H. Webb, Miss Lillie Hall and Mr. 
Lem B. Hall, all residents of this 
city. 
During the Civil War, Dr. Hall 
served as a surgeon in the Confed­ 
erate army and was stationed at 
Galveston. There he went through 
a terrible epidemic of yellow lever 
and had the disease himself. 
His 
wife died of yellow fever in 1873 
during the epidemic in Bryan. 
Dr. Hall was married to Miss 
Kila Gillespie in 1875 and she died 
in 1886, leaving no children. 
He 
married Mrs. Ada O. Polk in 1890, 
and his devoted wife survives him 
with her children, Mrs. Phil Clarke 
and Miss Ada Lee Polk, to whom 
he proved in every sense a kind 
and indulgent father, and was in 
turn the recipient of their constant 
attention and affection.
